‘Significant dificiencies’ continue at community college

State Community College of 
East St. Louis continues to have 
“significant deficiencies,’’ such 
as losing track of property, buy- 
ing an ineffective computer sys- 
tem, and overpaying faculty by 
nearly 100 percent. 

In a State audit released Mon- 
day, officials were highly critical 
of “‘serious’’ operations errors 
that cause new problems and 
fail to correct old ones, some of 
which auditors have repeatedly 
questioned since 1987. 

“We are especially concerned 
with the college's past history of 
failing to correct prior audit 
findings,” wrote Don W. Temple- 
man, state acting auditor gener- 
al. 

Auditors cited 47 deficiencies 
for the fiscal year that ended 
June 30, compared with 64 prob- 
lems cited last year. Even worse 
were the 37 repeated deficien- 
cies, compared with 24 last year. 

Twenty of the findings repre- 
sent weakness in internal control 
systems that ‘‘hinder the routine 
detection and correction of’’ 
errors and involve ‘‘most areas 





of the college’s operations,’’ the 
audit said. 

The audit said 27 previous rec- 
ommendations were implement- 
ed or not repeated in the past 
year 

State Community College pres- 
ident Cynthia Pace accepted the 
findings and agreed to correct 
them, the audit said. Pace 
couldn’t be reached Monday. 

Warrington Hudlin, president 
of the board of directors, said he 
is reluctant to comment about 
the audit until a decision has 
been made on his request to be 
replaced on the board. He added 
that he has voiced concerns to 
several officials about problems 
with college operations. 

The audit divided its top find- 
ings into two areas, property 
control and management. 

Several management decisions 
were “either wasteful or detri- 
mental to the college,’’ the 
report said. 

uch decisions include a fail- 
ure to enforce instructors’ evalu- 
ations, which led to evaluations 
being filed late or not bein 
signed. “‘One evaluator signet

New program emphasizes fire safety

In the last year 
Granite City has 
eight fire fatalities and 22 te 
related injuries to the civilian 
populition as well as 19 injuries 
to firefighters 

An estimated $1.28 million of 
residential property was 
destroyed during that time, Fire 
Chief Jerry Wallace said. 

In response to these figures, 
the Granite City Fire Depart- 
ment is implementing a new 
safety program emphasizing 
education and prevention. 

The program is designed to 
impact every portion of the pop- 
ulation; but it especially targets 
school-age children and ‘senior 
Citizens, Wallace said. 

The program, Fire Informa- 
tion Resource Education and 
Safety Awareness For Everyone 
(Operation FIRESAFE, for 
short), is designed to emphasize 
the importance of early warning 
devices and to teach the correct 
safety procedures in the event of 
a fire. 

To implement the program, 
the department will- purchase 
remote-controlled robots and 
construct a portable life-safety 
house. 

The apparatus will be used in 
demonstration programs at all 
15 public and private elementary 
schools in the city, at senior 
gatherings, at fraternal and civic 
organization meetings and at

Victims also deserve rights 


Everyone is familiar with the rights of the accused. The 
right to a fair trial with a jury of peers, the right to qualified 
counsel, the right to appeal court decisions. 

But how many are aware of the constitutional rights of 
crime victims? 

Crime victims have no rights clearly defined in the state 
constitution. State statutes provide protection for those 
affected by criminal action, but a constitutional amendment 
would ensure that the robbed, assaulted or otherwise victim- 
ized have their rights protected. 

The issue is an easy one for those who have never been 
crime victims to dismiss or put in the back of their minds. 
But for those who have known the trauma, the crime is never 
forgotten. 

faking the public aware is important now because, in 
order for the amendment to be considered for a statewide 
vote in November, both houses of the General Assembly must 
act by May 3. 

The amendment was Proposed by state Attorney General 
Roland Burris and has the support of crime victim organiza- 
tions throughout the state, the-state’s attorneys’ association 
and other law enforcement organizations. Voters in six-other 
states have voted to add victims’ rights to their constitutions. 

The 20th anniversary of National Crime Victims’ Rights 
Week will be held April 26 through May 2. It is co-sponsored 
by organizations including the American Association of 
Retired Persons, Mothers Against Drunk Driving, National 
Crime Prevention Council, and 15 other law enforcement, 
rights and assistance groups. 

House Joint Resolution — Constitutional Amendment 28 is 

nsored locally by Kurt Granberg, D-Carlyle, and Jay 

offman, D-Collinsville. It needs the vocal support of all 

state residents, who should write their senators and repre- 
sentatives asking for quick action.

Excessive cost hikes 
for prescription drugs 


(Opinion by U.S. Rep. Richard Durbin, D-Springfield, Ill.) 

Imagine an elderly woman, with a chronic illness that requires 
regular prescription medication, reaching the end of ‘the month 
and the end of her prescription with no money to pay for a refill. 

Tragically, many of our neighbors are forced to go without 
peceneaty medication until they have the means to purchase a 
refill. 

dn order to avoid running out of medication, some people decide 
to ration their medication, to make it last longer. 

Many times, they are reducing or eliminating the positive bene- 
fits of the medication with this economic decision. 

It's easy to understand why Americans are finding it increas- 
ingly difficult to afford prescription drugs when you look at the 
trend in prices. Prescription drug prices rose at a rate three 
times that of inflation between 1980 and 1990. 

A. 1991 study by. the inspector general of the Department of 
Health and Human Services found that average Americans pay 62 
percent more for their prescription drugs than the average Cana- 
dian, and 54 percent more than the average European, for the 
same medications, produced by the same companies. 

In an attempt to fet prescription drug prices under control, I 
have sponsored a bill that would reduce the value of an existing 
tax credit taken'by most drug companies, if they increase drug 
prices in excess of inflation. 

I think providing an incentive to encourage drug companies to 
hold down price increases is a sensible approach to the problem of 
escalating prescription-drug costs. 

This bill will not put drug companies out of business. In 1990, 
when the average profit as a percentage of sales for all industries 
was 4.1 percent, pharmaceutical companies had profits of 13.6 
percent — more than three times as much. 

Many drug-manufacturers claim that high drug prices are due 
to the research and development of new pharmaceutical products. 

But a recent Senate report found that the highest prescription 
drug price inflation occurs on drugs that have been on the market 
for many years, for which research and development costs have 
long since en recovered. 

For example, Tylenol with codeine, a widely used pain killer, 
has been on the market since 1977, but has gone up in price 128 
percent since 1985. This average yearly increase of 16 percent 
occurred even though its manufacturer has not brought a new 
drug to the market in the last five years * 

Specifically, the bill I am sponsoring would limit access to a tax 
credit that is available to all companies which invest in Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands, and other us. possessions. 

For each percentage point by which a company’s price increase 
exceeds the Consumer Price Index for the year, the portion of the 
tax credit, above and beyond the amount that is devoted to wages 
paid in the U.S. possessions, would be reduced by 20 percent. 

However, the.bill does not change the research and development 
tax credits which are available to drug companies that are 
searching for new medicines to cure diseases. 

The bill would also establish a Prescription Drug Policy Review 
Commission to analyze trends in national and international pre- 
scription drug prices, evaluate cost-containment incentive pro- 
grams, and make policy recommendations. 

The commission would also study the feasibility of establishing 
a drug pce review board in the United States, modeled after 

rds in other countries that help hold the line on drug 






























































The first $200 million per year saved by this bill would go to a 
trust fund to pay for a -15-site Medicare outpatient drug demon- 
stration program. Any additional savings would go to deficit 
reduction. 

This proposal is a positive step toward more comprehensive 
reform of our health care system. 

It is important that we move ahead with this bill, which would 
bring prescription drug costs under control, as part of an overall 
health reform package. i

Sometimes an employment contract will 
contain a provision which attempts to 
resirict-.employees from competing with 
their employer when the employment is ter- 
minated. These co-called ‘restrictive 
covenants” are used primarily in service oc- 
cupations where there is a threat that the 
former employee will use the employer's 
customer lists, trade secrets or other con- 
fidential information. These interests often 


conflict with the employee's right to pursue" 


his customary occupation. 

In Illinois, restrictive covenants are valid 
when they are reasonable as to time and ter- 
ritory, and the covenant is reasonably 
necessary tO protect the interest of the 
employer. However, since restrictive 
covenants are a restraint of trade, they are 
disfavored by the Courts. The Courts will en- 
force only such provisions as are reasonably 
necessary to prevent improper and’ unfair 
competition. A recent case will help 
lustrate the facts and circumstances upon 
which the Court's decision will turn. 

In 1984, a-doctor entered into an employ- 
ment contract with a medical corporation. A 
restrictive covenant contained In the con- 
tract provided that in thé event the doctor 
legt his employment, he would -not-compete 

his employer for a period of three years 
nor In the counties where his employer was 


operating. The contract also provided that 
the covenant could be released by the doc- 
tor paying is employer the sum of $50,000. 

In 1985, immediately after the doctor ter- 
minated his employment, he set up a com- 
peting practice in the same county where 
his former employer was practicing 
medicine. The doctor argued that the cove- 
nant was void asid unenforceable because it 
placed an unréasonable geographic res 
tion upon his practice of medicine. However, 
the Court noted that the doctor did not 
nocently open his own practice in an area in 
which he was unaware that his former 
employer was operating. On the contrary, he 
started a practice tr direct -viotatton of the 
covenant. The Court therefore refused to 
void the restrictive covenant. 

it should also be noted that the doctor in 
this case had obtained patient lists and 
other confidential information during his 
former employment. Sometimes the con- 
tract contains a restrictive covenant which 
prevents the employee from practicing his 
trade at all for an indefinite period of time. 
Such convenants wili.most likely be voided 
by the Court. However, if the: geographic 

rea stated in the contract is simply too 

large, the Court may, in effect. rewrite the 
contract and limit the covenant to a smailer

denied. 

As of April 16, the city had 
provided Andria with 124 pages. 

Other copies were being made, 
but will not be given to Andria 
until she remits a balance of 
$24.80, the letter says. ‘ 

Andria, who inSists she has 
no political agenda,” has also 


requested copies of videotapes 
taken at a meeting about Eticam 
April 6 and at an Eticam facility 
in Fernley, Nev., April 8-10. 

She said Assistant City Attor- 
ney Susan Bacon determined 
that the tape is exempt under 
the statute and refused her 
access to the raw tape, currently 
being edited for a future broad- 
cast on the local community 
access cable television station. 

“If there is nothing secret, 
then let there be freedom of 
information,” Andria said. 

But Bacon said the city has 
not yet determined whether the 
tapes are exempt from. disclu- 
sure under the provisions of the 
statute. 

“‘We don’t want to withhold 
any information about Eticam,” 
Bacon said. ‘‘But the tapes are 
currently being used by the city, 
and time is a factor."’ 


Home construction booming in county 


A mild winter and low interest 
rates are sparking a home build- 
ing boom in some parts of Madi- 
son County especially the 
Edwardsville and Alton areas. 

“It's just going crazy right 
now,’ Edwardsville City Planner 
Frank Miles said. 

“Interest rates must have 
helped pushed them (permit 
requests) up, along with the 
mild weather,’’ said Joe Par- 
ente, Madison County building 
administrator 

“Alton has more potential for 
growth right now than it has had 
for several years,’ said Don 
Peters, city building and-eode 
inspector. 

Ted Prehn, a project coordina- 
tor of the Adams Cos. in Alton, 
said the demand for housing in 
the area had been strong despite 
a staggering economy. 

“Development on this side of 
the river is “fantastic,’’ Prehn 
said. ‘Interest rates are down, 
and people with money to spend 
are looking for newer things 
The ones we see buying t y 
are taking advantage of the 
rates by selling their existing 
homes and moving up.” 

‘Edwardsville, a good housing 








market even in bad years, is 
booming with new homes. 

The city issued 25 housing per- 
mits, with a total estimat con- 
struction value of $2.6 million, in 
the three months ending Feb. 29. 
For the same period the 
ous year, seven permits with an 
estimated value of $972,000 were 
issued. 

Madison County issued 220 
building permits in December, 
January and February, twice as 
many as in the three-month peri- 
od a year earlier. 

Of the 220 permits, 34 were in 
Godfrey, more than any other 
township._Total estimated value 
of the projects was $1,642,412 
and included 17 permits for new 
houses 

Alton issued only four new 
home permits_in the three 
months ending Feb. 29. That is 
still double the number for a 
similar period a year earlier, 
Peters said. 

And, Alton is having a boom in 
its rehab market, he said. 

The current rates and mild 
weather are helping a market 
already under the positive influ- 
ence of new highway construc- 
tion, cheap land and other

Attorney General's office investigating 
governor's health and fitness council 


SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois 
Attorney General’s Office will be 
asked to determine if any fraud 
was committed by the Gover- 
nor’s Council on Health and 
Physical Fitness. 

The council was ri law-. 
makers on the Legislative Audit 
Commission during a hearin 
April 16 on a highly critica! 
audit that alleged poor financial 
management and possible mis- 
use of state resources. 

Commission Chairman Rep. 
Andrew McGann, D-Chicago, 
said financial records were in 
such poor shape that auditors 
were unable to determine if 
fraud had occurred. Because of 
that, he said, he was taking the 
unusual step of asking the attor- 
ney general to intervene. 
McGann noted that he was not 
alleging any fraud. 

“‘We will work with the auditor 
general in an attempt to try to 
clear up any questions,’’ Jim 
Leach, a spokesman for Attor- 
ney General Roland Burris, said. 

Fitness council Executive 
Director Jeff Sunderlin was on 
the firing line daring ‘Tharsday/e 
hearing and commission—mem- 
ber Sen. Vince Demuzio, D-Car- 
linville, repeatedly suggested 
Sunderlin resign. 

“I don’t have any trust in your 
administrative ability to continue 
this council,’” Demuzio said, also 
describing the audit report as 
the worst he’d seen in several 
years on the commission. 4 

Demuzio and other lawmakers 
-said they supported continuing 
the Prairie State Games, the

Olympic-style competition that is 
the principal function of the 
council, but under different lead- 
ership. 


“The integrity of the games 
has to be protected. The fact 
there are so many violations 
here of your administration, it 
seems to me one of the things 
we need is a complete overhaul, 
including you,’’ Demuzio told 
Sunderlin. 

Sunderlin said after the hear- 
ing he would not-resign and felt 
the council has done a good job 
with limited funds: 


However, Rep. James Keane, 
D-Chicago, noted the council has 
received as much as $800,000 
while Sunderlin was director but 
has been repeatedly chastised 
for poor fiscal practices in 
audits dating to 1987. 

“As long as you operate under 
state law, our job is to make 
sure you know what you're doing 
with the money,” Keane said. 

He objected to Sunderlin and 


council Chairman Sen. John 
Davidson, R-Springfield, argujng 
the Prairie State Games benefit- 
ed many youths. ‘‘Praising mom 
and apple pie’” does not excuse 
the council from the legal 
strings attached to state funds, 
Keane said sternly. 

Keane: said Sunderlin’s and 
Davidson’s excuse that the coun- 
cil did not have enough staff to 
meet the financial accountability 
was nonsense. He said many 
smaller agencies have been able 
to comply with the law. 

After the hearing, Sunderlin 
said his background was in 
“exercise science’’ and “I know 
about ligaments and coronary 


disease but I’m no state govern-. 


ment guru.’” 


Sunderlin also defended allow- 
ing council promotions director 
Mike Moore to use a state toll- 
free number and the Prairie 
State Games logo in recruiting 
youths for Moore’s private soc- 
cer camps in St. Clair County. 

Sunderlin contended Moore 
was losing money on the camps, 
so he had not personally profit- 
ed. He said the games had bene- 


—fited-from—recruiting—more—soc-— 


cer participants.
